Hewever, on 8 September, 
Francisco Calderon Guardia, brother of the ex~President, advised the manacer of 
his farm that the Opposition would receive arns in about six weeks, but that the 
Government would wait for the Oppositionists to start the trouble in order to 

have a goed excuse to liquidate them, On the same day he irformed a reliable 
source that the Government expected trouble in six to eight weoks, 
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
